Killing of Mrs. Catharine Voepel Sur- 
pounded by Mystery—Son, Return- 
ing from Business to Call His Moth- 
er, Discovers Her with Eighteen 
Knife Wounds in Body—Crime Com- 
mitted Some Time During Early 
Forenoon—Robbery Not Motive. 


New York, Feb. 14.--[Special. Mrs. Cath- 
erine Voepel, a widow who lived at 129 Chris- 
topher street, was murdered in the house at 
some time between the hours of 6 a: m. and 
9:30 a. m. today by some person whose iden- 
tity is unknown to the police. She had been 
stabbed eighteen times with a dirk or broad 
bladed butcher's knife, which the murderer 


Mrs. Voepel, who was 40 years old, lost her 
husband five years ago and for the last four 
years she and her 17-year-old son John had 
conducted a small news and cigar stand on 
the Christopher street side of the block of 
flats in which she lived. It was customary 
for the young man, after securing the morn- 
ing papers, to open the news counter at 6 
o' clock. His mother would get the break- 
fast an hour later and relieve: him at 8 
o’clock. 

Story of the Son.

The high favor in which Mr. Paderewski 
is held by this public aroused deep and wide- 
spread interest in his début here as an opera 


tan was sold several days ago. 

Mr. Paderewski's premiere was one of 
high distinction. It is seldom an American 
audience is so enthusiastic as tonight’s was 
at the end of the second act, when the com- 
poser received fifteen calls. But there are 
arid spaces in this second act, spaces in 
which the auditor will wonder what has be- 
come of the sprightly fancy of the first. 

The opening of the act with Ulana’s son 
heard from the hut and contrasting with the 
forge music of Manru (perilously similar in 
thought and orchestral treatment to that of 
Siegfried) is well conceived lyrically and 
has theatrical value.

ACCEPTS JEFFRIES’ TERMS AND 
WILL MEET HIM IN MAY. 


Corninhman Appears to Have Been 
Holding Out Merely for Advantage- 
ous Terms — Twe Men to Sign an 
Agreement Today—Battle Will Take 
Place in San Francisco — W. A. 
Brady Says He Can Take Charge of 
Corbett and Make Him a Champion. 


New York, Feb. 14.—[Special.)}—Assuring 
himself that Jeffries would not consent to an 
equal division of the purse, Bob Fitzsimmons 
today promised to fight on the basis of 60 per 
cent to the winner and 40 per cent to the 
loser. Fitzsimmons abrogates the entire 
picture privilege. 

This is the most Hberal proposition ever 
made by a champion to a challenger, and 
had not the Cornishman accepted it would 
have been regarded as convincing evidence 
that he had no intention of fighting. It is 
now apparent that the aged gladiator was 
simply holding off for the best possible terms, 
and when he realized Jeffries would not con- 
sent to an even division accepted the 60 and 
40 offer. 
The fighters will meet tamorrow morning 
and sign articles of agreement. The battle 
will unquestionably take place in California 
before the Yosemite Athletic club. The club 
has made an offer of 66% per cent to the 
boxers, and that it will be acoepted there can 
be little doubt. Two ‘irresponsible clubs on 
the coast have volunteered to give 80 per 
cent to the boxers, but there is a lack of sta- 
bility that does not appeal to men. 

The fight will take place between the Ist 
and 15th days of May, and both men will do 
most of their. training on the Pacific coast. 
W. A. Brady was standing in front of the 
Herald Square Theater tonight when the 
Jeffries-Fitzsimmons fight was broached. 
Brady said; I will wager $50,000 at odds 
of 5 tool that Jeffries wins the fight. 

“Let me tell you another thing.“ said

AMERICAN TO PUBLISH A GUIDE. 


Johnson’s League Will Issue Baseball 
Book for Private .Circulation— 
Hart’s Policy Criticised. 


One of the results of the recent conference 
of rules at Buffalo will be the publication 
of an Ame#ican league baseball guide this 
spring, deveted exclusively to the affairs 
of the American league. This project has 
been under consideration for some time, 
but was sidetracked wen the move for uni- 
form, rules started. Yesterday President 
Johnson announced the original plans would 
be carried out. 

The new guide will in no sense be an at- 
tempt to cut into the field occupied by the 
Spalding and Reach guide, because it will 
not be a general compendium of baseball 
information. It will contain the American 
league's constitution, bylaws, list of officials 


and managers and their addresses, the offi- 


cial averages of the players, the schedule 
for 1902, the playing rules, and a few other 
features of American league connection. 

“I had hoped it would be unnecessary for 
us to issue a guide,“ said President Johnson, 
because the playing rules would be unl- 
form, but the failure of the conference at 
Buffalo to produce anything which the 
American league can adopt in justice to the 
public and ourselves makes it necessary. 
it will be published by the league and will be 
distributed gratuitously far the convenience 
of those connected with the league. Pos- 
sibly, if any of the minor leagues, colleges, 
or other amateur organizations wish to play 
under American league rules it may be fur- 
nished them also. 

“I thought the purpose of that Buffalo 
conference was to promote the welfare of 
baseball, but Hart seems to have considered 
it a means of propagating his own ideas 
and maintaining the prestige of the Na-

has been a conflict neither side could give 
way gracefully to the majority, but must 
save part of its pride by compromise.

‘Crowded into every available part of 
Douglas Hall, Thirty-fifth street and Indi- 
ana avenue, about 1,800 men watched Kid 
Broad and Young’’ Mowatt pommel each 
other last night.

The crowd last night jumped on the seats, 
rushed up the aisles, pushed and elbowed 


regardless of the overcrowded condition of 


the room. No one seemed clothed with the 
authority to prevent the rushing and no one 
seemed to care. 

Long before the hour for the opening a 
long line of spectators was ready to crowd 
into the hall. When the first bout was called 
the main floor did not have a hundred vacant 


seats, and the galleries, which are on three 


sides of the hall, were well filled. When 
the second bout began those who had good 


seats and were not in them could not get 


near their places, and so lined up along the 
During this bout the men began to 
shift their chairs and push up toward the 
stage, and those in he rear began to crowd 
up the aisles, 4 
Strong Odor of Gas. 
About that time a strong odor of gas was 
observed by those near the stage, and one 


man was made so ill by it that he had to be 


carried to a window. A delegation was sent 
to the janitor, but Jie refused to look into 
the matter, saying he was not hired for that 
purpose; He told the men to open the win- 
dows, which they did in spite of yells of dis- 
approval from the body of the house. 

Contrary to the usual custom in the hall, 
standing room was sold in the galleries, 
which are entered by two three-foot stair- 
ways, which have two small landings. These 
were crowded with men eager to get a better 
view of thefight. Inthe galleries many were 
standing against the wall and some crowded 
down the aisles to the front of the railing. 
Down on the main floor no respect was paid 
to those having seats near the aisles, and 
the crowd having standing room pushed in 
between them. 

Push and Haul to Get Out. +s 
en the fast and best bout began 
2.45 and regulations seemed forgotten and 
the crowd did us it pleased. Every one 
found ample chance to stand on the seats. 
When the last bout was over men stood ina 
great mob at the staircase, yelling and el- 
bowing in their attempt to get down the 
narrow eight-foot passage. It required fi- 
teen minutes to clear the hall and en- 

trance. 

Douglas Hall is on the second floor. The 
one entrance is by an eight-foot stairway 
from Thirty-fifth street. Behind the stage 
there is another stairway, to be used as an 
exit, but it has been partly covered by a 
platform, on which chairs are placed. There 
are several fire escapes at windows, : 


DES MOINES TAKES STEPS TO 
STOP SPREAD OF SMALLPOX. 


Guards Will Watch Quarantined 
Houses and Vaccination Is Ordered— 
Racine Citizens Alarmed. 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 14 —[Special.]—The 
City Council held further meetings today 
and considered the smallpox conditions. 
The Mayor was authorized to take any steps 


necessary to stamp out the disease and he 


will be assisted by the Commercial Exchange 
of Des Moines. Several hundred men will be 
employed for the purpose of guarding all the 
houses quarantined. All public gatherings 
are prohibited. . 

Several dozen doctors will be employed 
to vaccinate all the pupils in the schools, 
and the larger business-houses of the city 
will be compelled to have their employés 
vaccinated. Every effort will be made to 


stamp out the disease in a few weeks, and it ; 


is believed the measures now taken will re- 
result in a noticeable change in the condi- 
tions.

Racine Alarmed by Disease.

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LABOR SBBKS A NEW HOME 


Four Organizations Burnt Out in the 
_ Orpheon Theater Blaze und Now, the 
Leaders Realise More than Ever the 
Necessity of a “Templé” in the 
Down-Town District-Presence of 
Idle Men Objected To by the Renting 
Agencies. 


Labor organizations are feeling more than 
The fire 
which destroyed the Orpheon Theater Build- 
ing burned out two unions and two central 
organizations. The officers of these have 
moved from building to building since Mon- 
day endeavoring to find satisfactory quar- 
ters. 

None of the buildings seems to want us,“ 
said John G. Meller of the woodworkers, 
** because, the agents say, the men often 
loaf around the headquarters.’ The rent 
we are willing to pay seems no inducement.” 

The experience of the Painters’ District 
council was similar to that of the woodwork- 
ers. The painters finally found temporary 
quarters at 187 Washington street. 

Headquarters for union organizations real. 
ly have become a problem to labor leaders, 
The Chicago Federation of Labor is about 
to give up the building at 187 Washington 
street, and thus far has been unable to lease 
a satisfactory building. 

“The great objection made to our or- 
gantzations,“ said President James H. Bow- 
man of the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
“is against the presence of idle men about 
the building. If these unemployed men could 
be provided for by labor clubs, equipped 
with reading and smoking rooms, it would 
not be hard to get satisfactory quarters, be- 
cause all the unions are paying good rent 
and paying it promptly.” 

The argument of Mr. Bowman that the 
rent paid by the unions soon would pay fora 
substantial building is borne out by figures. 
There are 204 unions affiliated with the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor. Each union pays 
an average rent of $20 a month, or a total 
for the various unions of $73,440 a year.

HUGE BOWLDER CRASHES 
UPON TRAIN, KILLING SEVEN. 


Crowded Work Cars on Arkansas Rail- 
way Crushed by Rock—Freight Runs 
Away Down Mountain. 


Little Rock, Ark., Feb. 14.—Seven men were 
killed and at least fourteen were seriously 
injured by*a huge bowlder crashing into the 


Oklahoma and Gulf rallroad twenty miles 
west of Little Rock at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Many of the injured will die, and it is 
believed other bodies are buried under the 
wreckage. 

The train was going slowly, but was al- 
most under the rock when it struck the 
track. Engineer Nazor reversed his engine, 
but the train struck the rock with almost 
full force. The caboose was at the head of 
the train and was shivered into splinters, 
Most of the men who were killed and injured 
were in the caboose. | 

There was a crew of fifty-four men, white 
and colored. Just back of the caboose were 
three cars of sand, and many of the men 
were buried underneath the sand. Six men 
were killed outright. Three were left on 
the scene and three were brought to Little 
Rock on the train that was dispatched to the 
scene as soon as the news could be sent to 
the city. — 

Altoona, Pa., Feb. 16.— Three men killed, 
four fatally and two seriously injured, one 
freight train a complete wreck, and another 
nearly so are the results of an accident this 
morning on the Pennsylvania railroad on 
the steep grade a few miles above the Horse- 
shoe Curve.

ONTION, Feb. 3.—Dr. Conan Doyle's 
new.book—or rather pamphlet— The 

War in South Africa: Its Cause and 
Conduct,“ ought to do a great deal of 

good in spreading the real truth about 

the war. It shows clearly and calmly the 
origin of the war, and puts the blame where 
it belongs, and it conclusively proves the 
falsity of the charges which continental en- 
emies of England have made concerning 
the conduct of the war. But I doubtif it will 
really change the opinion ao single man. 


In matters touching international relations 
men read history. with their\prejudices in- 
stead of their eyes. Those who believe that, 
because the Boers are few and the English 
are many, therefore the former are in the 
right, and the war was forced upon them, 
will not change their opinon merely because 
they are shown that the facts are all against 
them. Those who hate England, with or 
without a cause, will continue to believe that 
the war is conducted with barbarous cruelty 


on the part of the British, and the fact that 


Dr. Doyle demonstrates that instead of be- 
ing conducted with cruelty it has been con- 
ducted with far too much lenfency, will not 
convince them in the slightest degree of 
their error. Still, itis well to have an author- 
itative history of the cause and conduct of 
the war, written by a man in whose word 
every one must have complete confidence, 
and who has had exceptional opportunities of 
knowing the truth concerning the war. The 
book will have a large sale in England, but 
there the number of those who are on the 
side of the Boers is so small as to be hardly 
worth taking into consideration. The Boer 
partisans are found outside of England, 
and I fear that few of them will read the 
book. It ought to be translated into Ger- 
man and French, if it is to de any sertous 
work in propagating the truth, but the Ger- 
mans and the French will be slow to trans- 
late it, for the reason that it runs counter 
to their prejudices. But, as I have said. 
the book is an excellent one. It will continue 
to be the standard history of the earlier 
stages of the Boer war, and will, I fancy, 
outlive ** Sherlock Holmes by many years. 
! — 

Once more the inadequacy of most transla- 
tions of novels is made unpléasantly clear 
by the translation of Murger's Scenes de 
la Vie de Boheme,“ which has just been 
published under the title of The Latin 
Quarter.“ It is a poor translation, but itis 
not much worse than the average transla- 
tion of a French novel. As every one knows, 
publishers look upon the work of translation 
as a sort of mechanical work, which every 
one who has learned the French grammar 
can do. Consequently, they employ as trans- 
lators men and women who will work for 
low pay, and whose work is, im fact, ttle 
better than mechanicak I have yet to see a 
translation of any. work of Zola's, De Mau- 
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passant's, or Daudet's which at all does 
justice to the original. The best one which 
I can recall was a translation of Daudet's 
Numa Roumestan.“ I do not remember 
the name of the translatof, but he or she did 
the work fairly well. As for other English 
translations of contemporary French novels, 
they remind one, so far as their literary 
merit {s concerned, of a Bohn translation of 
a Greek tragedy. Murger’s delightful book 
ought to have been translated in a way that 
would have given the reader some little idea 
of the original, but as it is, the translation 
will only have the effect of warning people 
not to waste their time in reading it. When 
publishers will perceive that adequately to 
translate a French novel of the highest class 
is a task rather more difficult than the work 
of the original author, they may be willing 
to pay fair prices for translation, in which 


| case the British public that cannot read 


French will be able to gain some idea of the 
great masters of French romance. 


Mr. H. G. Wells is apparently launched on 
a career as a prophet. In addition to his 
recent book of “ Anticipations ” he has just 
been lecturing on The Discovery of the 
Future.“ The late David G. ly, formerly 
the managing editor of the New York World, 
often sald to me that it ought to be possible 
for the scientific mind to predict the future 
with a great degree of accuracy. I believe 
that he once tried prediction in a curious 
quarterly review that he edited during its 
brief life, but I do not remember what suc- 
cess his predictions had. Mr. Wells is at- 
tempting to do the same thing. He takes as 
his premises the facts of today and deduces 
from them the facts of the future. I have 
a good deal of confidence in him as a prophet 
as to material things, but his predictions as 
to the social and ‘political changes which 
the future is to bring do not command my 
absolute confidence. At any rate, I earnest- 
ly hope they will never come true, for any- 


thing more utterly dreary than the world of 


the future as described by Mr. Wells one can- 
not imagine. 
Even in the brief time that has elapsed 
since Mr. Kipling wrote his Islanders 
people who were at first indignant are bé- 
ginning to see that Kipling was not wholly 
wrong. The average daily London paper 
contains every day a full page of sporting 
news, a large part of which relates to cricket 
and football, and many,people who have 
been brought up to reverence those games 
are now saying that perhaps Kipling was not 
altogether wrong in calling attention to the 
excessive prominence which is given to ath- 
letic sports.

How little we should know of 
the real Napoleon without reading his let- 
ters!

SAY WOMEN ARE CROWDED OUT. 


National Suffrage Convention Com- 


plains That Men Are Taking the 
¢ Government Clerkships. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 14.—The complaint 
that women are being crowded out of their 
places in the departments at Washington 
was the burden of the principal discussion at 
today’s session of the National Woman’s 
Suffrage association. Susan B. Anthony, 
Clara B. Colby, and Mrs. Catt took the lead 
in the discussion. 

Mrs. Catt declared that it was not so much 
a wonder that woman is being crowded out 
as it is a wonder that she ever was appointed 
at all. As the pressure for patronage grows 
stronger, she declared, it is but natural that 
those who have no votes shall be considered 
less and less eligible for government posi- 
tions. 

It behooves us,.“ said Mra. Catt, to 
hasten the day when women may vote in 
order that they may be eligible not only for 
|} government positions but that they may 
have an equal opportunity with men in all the 
industrial lines of work.“ 

Mrs. Colby criticised the pending legisla- 
tion in Congress providing for the abolish- 
ment of sick leave of government clerks on 
the ground that women were constantly ab- 
senting themselves. 
covert attack on woman herself. In the In- 
terstate Commerce commission, where no 
women are employed, she said ‘the percent- 
age of absence for sickness was greatest. 

Susan B. Anthony pleaded for suffrage 
for the women of Hawaii, Porto Rico, and 
the Philippines. After referring to the 600 
school teachers who had gone to the Philip- 
pine Islands, she said: 

„Think of them being put under the heel 
of the barbarians of the Philippines and the 
barbarians sent from.this country, who are 
worse than the Filipinos.’’ This latter re- 
mark was loudly applauded Continuing, 
she said: ** We have no business to sit silent 
while women who go as teachers, as com- 
missioners, and as benefactors of the islands 
are under perfect subjection to men.“ 

The convention voted to meet in New 
Orleans in 1908. 

A permanent international woman’s suf - 
frage conference was agreed upon today at 


an adjourned meeting of the international 


delegates. Susan B. Anthony was elected 
chairman. The representation of each coun- 
try in the convention by three delegates was 
decided upon and invitations will be extend- 
ed to all countries not represented to send 
three delegates to the convention, which will 
be held at a time and place yet to be deter- 
mined upon. 

Toward the close of the session ex-Sena- 


tor Frank Cannon of Utah addressed the 


convention. He declared that one time he 
had been opposed to woman suffrage, but he 
long since had changed his mind.

NEWS FROM INSURANCE FIELD. 
Fire Underwriters Supporting the De- 
mands of Marshal Musham for a 

Larger Appropriation. 


|. Every fire insurance man in Chicago will 
receive x letter this morning urging him to 


bring every possible influence to bear upon 
his Alderman and the members of toe 
Finance committee of the Council to pre- 
vent any reduction of the Fire department 
appropriation. ‘“ Serious consequences are 
hinted at if this is not done, which insur- 
ance men understand to be a flat advance in 
rates, based upon the extent to which the 
d rtment is crippled. 

The letter, signed by the committee of the 
Underwriters’ association, says in part: 

‘We find that for a number of years the 
appropriation for the Fire department has 
not been ample properly to maintain it in 
that staté of efficiency that the growth of 
the city demanded. This year’s estimate of 
Fire Chief Musham calls for $2,400,000. His 
requisition is for. admitted: necessities, and 
does not cover many other urgent needs. It 
is fearedgthat the appropriation will be re- 
duced to $1,300,000, which is lees than that 
expended in this city for Fire department 
purposes in 1890, prior to the annexation of 
Englewood, South Chicago, Rogers Park, 
and other suburbs. Such a curtailment will 
surely cripple the efficiency of the depart- 
ment and increase losses. The two large 
fires in the down-town district on the morn- 
ing of Feb. 7 accents the possibility of a con- 
flagration in a large territory, which, at 
that time, was practically barren of fire 
protection, and which may occur, with the 
present equipment, whenever two large fires 
are in progress at the same time. 

With this crisis before us it is necessary 
that ery possible influence be brought to 
bear upon the Finance committee of the City 
Council, and you, and such as you can in- 
fluence, are therefore specially urged to 
communicate at once with each member of 
such committee, setting forth the necessity 
of improving the Fire department to the 
extent of appropriating the sums Called for 
in the estimate of Chief Musham. Prompt 
action before next Monday night is abso- 
lutely necessary if you wish to avert serious 
consequences.“

YATES AND “THE MERIT SYSTEM.” 


as to what is meant by the merit system 
in State institutions.” When a man says 
he is “in favor of that system plain people 
understand him to mean that he is iy favor 
of having in each institution as many men 
and women as are ‘actually needed, and 

no more, and that these employés are to 

be chosen and kept in service because of 
their efficiency and for no other reason. The 

people understand further that everybody 

who is “in favor of the merit system” is 

opposed to the appointment of employés 

with reference to past or prospective polit- 

ical services, and also to the levying of as- 

sessments upon employés. Under the merit 

system all employés are assumed to be earn- 

ing what they get and getting what they 
earn and no more. 7 

This is one of the questions put to and 

answered by Governor Yates at the great 

Auditorium meeting a few days before the 

election: 


The merit system—Shall the present law be re- 
tained and shall the system be extended in spirit 
and in letter to State institutions? 


Mr. Yates’ answer, publicly given fn bis 
most solemn and impressive manner, was: 
Yes, I am in favor of the merit system. 

The audience understeod him to mean 
that if elected Governor he would enforce 
the merit system “in letter and in spirit.” 
He knew how the voters would take his 
answer. They believed him to mean that 
he was in favor of extending the merit 
system to the State institutions “in letter 
and in spirit,“ and the people voted for him 
with that understanding. 

Mr. Yates was elected on his pledges. 
He has since authorized and encouraged 
‘a system of employment in the State chari- 
table and penal institutions which violates 
his word of honor publicly given im the 
presence of a vast audience. His appoint- 
ments are made, solely with reference to 
political services| performed or promised. 
Men are appointed as a reward for polit- 
ical services. They are removed when no 
further services can be expected of them. 
The institution at Kankakee, for instance, 
under the management of Senator Small 
and Representatiye Curtis, has ceased to 
be exclusively an insane asylum, It has 
become chiefly an asylum for “ pernicious 
partisans who have served or promise to 
serve the Governor faithfully in carrying 
out his political plans. The same is true 
in large measure of the other State insti- 
tutions. 
Genuine acceptance of the merit system 
by a public official excludes the idea that 
he is in favor of appointments to office 
as a reward for past political services or 
an inducement to render such services in 
the future. It excludes also the idea that 
that official is in favor of levying political 
assessments on public servants. os 
One great objection to secret political as- 
sessmepts is the difficulty of finding out 
what becomes of the money so raised. 
Forced contributions levied in private on 
defenseless employés are said to be intend- 
ed for campaign purposes.” But the peo- 
ple who collect them render no account to 
the people from whom they were collected, 
to the representatives of the party, or to 
their successors in office, There is no re- 
sponsible “treasurer” to receive the. il- 
legitimate funds, no authorized disburs- 
ing agent to pay them out, and no system 


where they go. There is no law to control 
or punish the men who exact these con- 
tributions from employés of the State. But 
there ought to be such a law. 

The opinion is general that the assess- 
ments levied on Illinois State employés 
travel by the most expeditious route from 
the pockets of the péople who pay them 
to the pockets of certain persons near the 
head of the State administration. It is a 
grave question whether any considerable 
part of the assessments now being collect- 
ed will be used to promote the election of 
Mr. Hopkins or anybody else. Probably 
90 petz cent of the money extorted from State 
employés will go into the pockets of the 
people who do the collecting or into the 
private bank accounts of men even more 
influential in the State administration. 

Mr. Van Cleave, when he had the custody 
of these assessment funds, made no ac- 
counting. He only handed over a scrap of 
paper showing that he had a small bal- 
ance on hand when he went out of office, 
It is not likely there will be any balance 
on hand when the present custodian is re- 
lieved from duty. The demands for money 
of insatiate officeholders are not easily 
satistied. 5 

The strong presumption is that the sys- 
tem of leyying political assessments is a 
device to transfer money from some of the 
small fry officeholders into the pockets of 
superior officeholders, and that the gang,” 
the “ring within the ring,” intrenched 
within the Statehouse is to profit directly 
by the system. The pretense that the money 
collected is to be used for campaign or elec- 
tion purposes before or after election is 
humbug. It is intended to be used for 
private purposes, This system practically 
means the exaction of a money consideration 
for making appointments to office, inasmuch 
as the people who negiect to pay know 
they will soon be removed on one pretext 
or another, No one is appointed unless it 
is believed he will cheerfully’ pay all as- 
sessments levied on him, and no one is re- 
tained if he does not pay. Thus offices and 
employments are sold in Lilinois, 

It is almost impossible to avoid the con- 
clusion that when Governor Yates made the 
pedge he did at the Auditorium meeting 
it Was with the intention of violating it. 
At least he has violated it every minute 
since he took the oath of office. He has 
never shown the slightest disposition to 
recoguize and enforee the merit system “ in 
letter and in spirit.“ He has insulted the 
idea of civil service reform. He has 
spurned it. He has resolved ‘that there 
shall be as conspicuous a lack of merit“ 
in the State institutions as there is in the 
Gubernatorial Mansion. 


CLEANER WALES AND IL“ STATIONS. 
Defensive warfare against dirt is best 
waged on the frontier rather than in the 
interior, It is more practieable to get rid of 
a peck of dirt by sweeping it off the sidewalk 
than by pursuing it with broom, and soap- 
suds, and dust cloth throughout the house- 
hold.’

into offices. If the smaller shopkeepers, 
too, in the outside business streets would 
act upon it they would spare their establish- 
ments and wares an immense amount of 
dirt. To be sure, while the streets continue 
in their traditional state, the walks cannot 
possibly be kept clean, however frequently 
gone over with scraper and brush. But to 
cleanse them with réasonable frequency is 
the most effective way of warding off from 
interiors an infusion from the street. 

‘It is in point to call the attention of the 
‘menagers of the elevated roads to the pre- 
vailing condition of station stairways and 
passageways. These are often reeking with 
mud, and bear evidence of utter neglect. A 
man frequently shrinks from venturing 
upon them, and women find it impossible in 
traversing them to protect their garments. 
In addition to furnishing more and better 
station labels—the need of which has before 
been noted in these columns—the elevated 
railroad companies should keep their stair- 
ways and gangways decently clean. 


EQUALIZE DOWN, NOT UP. 

The committee appointed by the City 
Council to look into the matter of telephone 
rates and service seems so far to have 
reached two conclusions: First, that the 
nickel-in-the-slot party line service is an 
injury to the rest of the service both be- 
cause it chokes the trunk lines and because 
jt is operated at a loss, thereby causing a 
deficiency which has to be made up from 
other sources; and, second, that rates must 
be equalized and party line patrons must 
pay more. 

With the firet part of the first of these 
conclusions no one will quarrel. The party 
lines no doubt responsible for a great 
den LH delay and confusion. It is not so 
clear, however, that this delay and confusion 
are to be attributed to the system so much 
as to the hurried way in which the system 
has been installed, Nor does it seem prob- 
able that the party lines are operated at a 
joss. The public has in its day believed 
many strange things, but it can hardly be- 
lieve that. The claim of giving something 
for nothing is received with a good deal of 
skepticism when it comes from a philan- 
thropist. What reception it will have when 
it comes from the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany oné can easily guess. 

The fact is that the five-cent service is 
proved to be profitable not only by the fact 
that the company has installed it but also 
by that other fact that the income derived 
from the ordinary five-cent telephone is 
equal to that in return for which good serv- 
ice is furnished in a great many cities in 
the United States. It becomes clear, there- 
fore, that the second conclusion of the com- 
mittee tends in exactly, the wrong direc- 
tion. When the rates are equalized it is 
not the five-cent rate that must be raised but 
the other rates that must be lowered. It 
is leveling down and not up that is needed. 
The committee will make a great mistake 
if it be cajoled into believing that any man 
now renting a telephone in Chicago is paying 
dess for it than justice to the company de- 
mands. The — service is a conven- 


jence to the pu and, even as it now 
stands, helps to swell dividends. When it 
is extended, with such attention to mechan- 
ical details as will keep the rest of the serv- 
ice unimpaired, it will be a source of still 
greater profit, The Aldermen will find that 
any attempt to check its growth will he 
resented by their constituents. Such an at- 
tempt, if successful would be like thrust- 
ing upon the telephone company a privilege 
which it itself would hardly dare to ask. 


TRUE SOLUTION OF TRACTION QUESTION, 
The traction question can he made simple 
or complex. In the one event it can be dis- 
posed of with reasonable rapidity. In the 
other its settlement may be delayed in- 
definitely. The question, stated simply, is: 
what compensation shall the city exact from 
the traction companies for a renewal of the 
franchises? | 

A desperate effort is being made to ob- 
scure the issue by linking compensation to 
the city with different rates of reduction in 
fares, with the paving of streets, and with 
the construction of subways. Should this 
effort be successful various elements of the 
problem will become so involved that no 
satisfactory solution will be arrived at. 


for the purpose of confusion and delay. 
The subway scheme which is pressed to 
the front is of itself a great question which 
must be settled independently of any other 
question when the proper time shall arrive. 
That time has not yet come, The subway 
question should not now be mixed up with 
the question of the extension of streét rail- 
way privileges. It will, on a low calcula- 
tion, take two or three years to determine 
what subways are needed. how they shall 


for. 

If the subway question were to be taken 
up now the engineering problems involved 
ould not be determined in much less than 
a year after a commission of experts had 
been appointed. Subways cannot be said to 
be feasible until it shall be determined au- 
thoritatively that their construction will 
not interfere with the stability of buildings, 
and that the network of pipes, conduits,. 
and sewers in the down-town streets will 
not make the work too difficult or costly. If 
workable plans be devised it will take at 
least ten years to carry them out. 

The financing of a subway project will be 
no light matter. In Boston the municipality 
bore the expense. Having good credit it 
borrowed what money was needed at 3 per 
cent, and rented the subway to the traction 
companies at 4 per cent on its cost. They 
could afford to pay this much, and the city 
got 1 per cent as a sinking fund. In thirty 
or forty years the subway will be paid for. 
Chicago cannot, without further legislation, 
borrow the money to construct subways, 
and it is not reasonable to suppose the trac- 
tion companies will bear the entire expense, 
If they pay decent compensation to the city

„1 might have succeded to my father’s 


business—he was a green grocer—but there 
were other sons, and soon after we were 
married we decided to come to the States. 
We were not after wealth. I had no ambi- 
tion to get rich. The ideal of both of us was 
a decent independence. And we've got it.

J was 25 and she was 19 when we came 


to Chicago thirty years ago. It was acity 
even then, and we decided to go a little 
farther. What we wanted was a little house 
to ive in, with plenty of ground around it, so 
that we could have a garden and lots of fresh 
air. So we came here, and I found work as 
a bookkeeper at $12 a week as a starter. 
Also we found a pretty little cottage on the 
outskirts of the village, with an acre of land 
around it. I made a lease for five years at 
$8 a month and we settled down. We've 


been there ever since, though now we own 


the house and the land—bought them three 
years ago-—that was a step preparatory to 
our retirement. Within a month after we 


moved in we had decided to buy the place. | 


It took twenty-seven years to do it, but you 


don’t know all the fun we had getting the 


money together to pay for it. For fifteen 
years, for instance, we sold milk to three of 
our neighbors, and all the milk money went 
into the fund. We had a special house 


and lot account at the savings bank, and 


never a week went by that we didn’t add 
something to it. She took charge of the cow 
and the chickens and I kept the garden going. 
It would surprise you how little it costs to 
keep a house running when you don’t have 
to pay for vegetables, milk, butter, eggs, and 
poultry, to say nothing of other additions to 
the bill of fare which come almost without 
looking for them when you have a place 
running.

**T got a place as a bookkeeper, as I have 
said, and fo¥ the first year I worked for $12 
a week.

As long as a man gets enough to get along 
with, and yet not so much but what he could 
get the same amount almost anywhere else, 
he is in a position of comparative independ- 
ence. It is your high salaried employé who 
{s really the most dependent of men. He 
knows he would have hard work to get as 
much anywhere else, and therefore he puts 
up with a great many things the lower 
priced man wouldn’t stand for a minute. 
Perhaps it was because I always felt so 
entirely independent that I never had a bit 
of trouble with my employer, or rather em- 
ployers, for the factory has twiee changed 


hands since I went to work there. At first 


the whole plant was owned by one man; then 
he took in a partner, and five years ago the 
company waa incorporated and the two part- 
ners became the chief stockholders. It was 
then that my wages were finally raised to $18 
a week, which isAhe high water mark.

One year after I was married and settled 
down here I took out a policy of insurance 
on the endowment plan. Every four or five 
years since I have taken out a little more. 
always planning so that when I was 60 I 
should have enough to live on comfortably 
in my modest way without doing any more 
work, and so that my wife would not lack 
for support if anything should happen to me 
in the meantime.

CITES ONE OFFER TO PAY.” 


The D. A. R. contest over the candidacy 
of Mrs. Wiles for State Regent is said to be 
epreading to other fields than women's clubs. 
Mrs. Law of the Deere Campaign committee 

| declared yesterday with an air of mystery 
that the affair would appear in the politics 
of the men in the next State campaign in 
IUinois. 

„Men throughout the State have become 
intensely interested in this campaign,“ said 
Mrs. Law at the Palmer House. Every- 
where I go I find them quite as enthusiastic 
as the women. I know of a certain Repre- 
sentative who may play a part, but I will 
not give his name. I have heard it said that 
the men will sooner or later be voting on the 
same question—the Wiles issue.” 

But in the face of this declaration is the 
statement that some of the delegates will 
remain away from Washington because their 
hisbands object to their going. The noto- 
riety attained by the women who have taken 
the prominent positions has not in all cases 
been agreeable to the husbands. 

Tt is true, however, that the Wiles contest 
already has spread from the Chicago Wom- 
an’s club to the D. A. R. and is expected to 

come up in the national federation meeting 
at Los Angeles. It can get no further—so 
far as the woman's clubs are concerned. 


Storm Will Blow Over—Some Time. 


The members of the State Board of the 
Tilinols Federation of Clubs at Hull House 
yesterday would have little to say about 
the issue in the Woman's club and the D. A. 
N. as affecting woman's clubs at large. 

Mrs. John D. Sherwood declared that all 
ud women could only regret that present 
events in Chicago had ever transpired. She 
considers it merely a matter of the educa- | 
tion of women, however, and says they will 
dome out of it better off. 

“There seem to be no signs of peace at 
Present,“ said Mrs. Sherwood, but these 
difficulties and troubles will make no great 
G@ifference in the serious work of women's 
Nudes at large. They will go ahead with the 
things that are really worth while, and it 
will not be long before women will see that 
‘the things they are now so vexed about are 
mot really worth taking time to consider.“ 


Mrs. Wiles Cites Quotations. 

Mrs. Wiles made a further statement in 
fegard to the pdying of delegates’ expenses 
to Washington, with which she has charged 
the Deere people, and which they have ex- 
plained as not being really discreditable. 

The statement is as follows, the quotation 
from the letter being given to THE TRIBUNE 
in the original handwriting: 

“The statements in the newspapers raise 
@ question as to the correctness of my as- 
sertion that my opponents have offered to 
pay the way of a delegate to Washington. 
The following complete quotation from that 
part of the letter in which the offer was 
made shows that I was absolutely correct: 

AE there is a good, true woman in your chapter 
who has been named as delegate and cannot pay 
her way and must stay at home for this reason, 1 
will help in this way a lady who cannot go for this 
Teason. There is a lady who was to go, but finds 
her arrangements are such she cannot, but offers 
to pay the way of such @ person. 


As to the Denial.. 


“One of the morning papers quotes Mrs. 
Deere as saying in regard to the ladies in 
charge of her campaign: There is no truth 
im the charge that they have been buying 
Gelegates or offering to pay their way to 
Washington; they are above such things.’ 

“Mrs. Law, her campaign manager, how- 
ever, admits in the evening and morning 
papers that she wrote a letter offering to 
pay the way of a delegate. One of her ex- 
Dianations is as follows: ‘One woman, a 
delegate and friend of Mrs. Deere, was un- 
Able to go on account of ill-health, and she 
aid she would giadly pay the expenses of 
her alternate, providing the alternate would 
vote for Mrs. Deere.’ 

This explanation does not account for the 
letter, since the alternate of any delegate 
must be a member of her own chapter, and 
such an arrangement would not have needed 
any letter from Mrs. Law. The letter shows 
for itself that it was an offer to ‘ pay the 
way of any delegate willing to go under 
such conditions, and that it was not intended 
to effect an arrangement between two wom- 
en belonging to the same chapter. 

“The explanations thus far made do not 
change the nature of this proposal nor my 
decision under no circumstances to permit 
such measures in my behalf. eee 
“ALICE BRADFORD WILEs.”

ORD HINDLIP, who, together with 
Fitzhugh Whitehouse of New York, 
has just left England for the purpose 
of exploring the mysterious and un- 
known regions of Africa, northeast 

of Lake Rudolph, is a young peer, being 
barely 25 years of age. His father was the 
cause of one of the rare appearances of the 
late Mr. Gladstone as a poet. For when, 
prior to his elevation to the House of Lorde, 
Sir Henry Allsopp was defeated at the gen- 
eral elections of 1880 at the same time as his 
brother and cousin, the Grand Old Man com- 
posed a verse after the manner of The Ten 
Little Niggers,“ upon the fate of the Three 
Little Allsopps,” an effort which Lord Bea- 
consfielé declared in the House to show the 
poetic heights attainable by devoting both 
days and nights to the study of Homer.“ 
Lady Hindip was a Miss Palmer More- 
wood, and celebrated for her beauty. Her 
sister, by the bye, eloped from her first hus- 
band, Miller Mundy, with Lord Shrewsbury, 
whom she married after being divorced by 
her first husband. Lord and Lady Shrews- 
bury no longer live together, and whenever 
the Premier Earl of the realm gives any en- 
tertainments either in London or at his vari- 
ous country seats it is his sister, the Mar- 
chioness of Londonderry, or some other of 
his women relatives who do the honors for 
him. 

The London fllustrated’papers and certal 
of the English magazines have been publish- 
ing some reproductions of the paintings of 
the gallery formed at Munich by King Louis 
of Bavaria of the most beautiful women 
whom he had known, and in giving the pic- 


ture of one of these beauties, entitled 


„Countess Ellenborough,“ they declare that 
they are at a loss to know whom she can have 
been, since there is no Earldom of Ellenbor- 
ough, but only a barony of that name, and 
that there is no mention made of any Count- 
ess of Ellenborough whose maiden name was 
Digby. 
They are wrong in this. And while it is 
true that most of the peerages describe the 
second Baron Ellenborough as having been 
married once to the daughter of the first 
Marquis of Londonderry, Burke’s Peerage 
gives the record of his second marriage to 
Jane Elizabeth, the only daughter of Ad- 
miral Digby of the British navy. This Lady 
Elienborough is correctly described as 
Countess. For the Lord LEllenborough 
whom she married was promoted from a 
barony to an earldom for his services as 
Governor General of India, the earldom, 
however, becoming extinct at his death, 
when he was succeeded in the barony only 
by his nephew. | i 
— 
The career of this famous beauty, the 
Countess of Ellenborough, was of the most 
romantic and extraordinary description. She 
was quite young when she married Lord El- 
lenborough. But wedded life was not her 


| forte, and after two years of domestic con- 


flict the ill-assorted couple were divorced by 
act of Parliament. Shortly after this she 
met at a ball Prince Leopold, the widowed 
son-in-law of King George IV., the pious 
uncle and guardian of Queen Victoria, and 


'who died as first King of Belgium in 1866. 


Putting. herself suddenly before him, and 
coyly glancing at him, she took two rose- 
buds from her bouquet and gave them to 
him. 

Their attachment came to an end in a 
rather comical manner. One day Lady El- 
lenborough heard the most agonizing groans 
coming from the room of Prince Leopold. 
She ran in haste and saw her royal admirer 
shaking with terror, and rolling over and 
over in the bed clothes, O, Betty! Betty!“ 
he cried, in an hour I shall be dead. I’ve 
swallowed the other.“ And he showed her a 
little golden claw which he used to put be- 
tween his teeth so as not to spoil the enamel 
on the edges when gnashing them in his 
sleep, as was his habit.

Lady Ellenborough was frightened. For 
really the case seemed serious, and she at 
once sent for a doctor, who gave the groan- 
ing Prince horrible emetics and drugs, 
which made him frightfully ill, but which 
did not produce the golden claw. Seized by 
an inspiration, the Countess suddenly shook 
the belaced counterpane and brought to 
light the tiny claw, innocently entangled be- 
tween two stitches. 

This moved her to such intense merriment 
that she could never look at the Prince again 
without laughing in his face, and a coolness 
sprung up between them in consequence, 
which she soon cut short by deserting him 
and leaving England in the company of 
Prince Schwartzenberg, at that time secre- 
tary of the Austrian Embassy in London, 
They first took up their abode in Paris, where 
they were married, and then proceeded to 
Munich, where King Louis I., always in 
quest of beauty, received them with open 
arms, and lost no opportunity of paying court 
to the ex-Lady Ellenborough. She bore the 


Prince a child—she had previously borne a 


gon to Lord Ellenborough. 


About a year after becoming a father 
Prince Schwartsenberg beca disgusted 
by her numerous flirtations and ‘demanded 
that she should retire with him to one of his 
ch&teaux in Austria. This she refused to do, 
and he departed alone with his son, and then 
secured a divorce, whereupon the fair but 
fickle lady marriedan honest, but dull-witted 
nobleman, 4 Baron Venningen. When he 
offered her marriage she declared to him 
that she would only remain his wife as long 
as he did not bore her. She lived with him 
long enough to bear him two children, a son 
Herbert, who distinguished himself in the 
Franco-German war, anda daughter Bertha, 
who is now in a lunatic asylum at Ilmenau. 

Three years after their marriage, when 
she was at the opera, she saw in a box op- 
posite hers a young student of Heidelberg, 
who seemed fascinated by her beauty. Their 
eyes met, and a week later she had eloped 
with the student, a Count Theotocki, and 
was on her way to Greece, leaving her hus- 
band half crazed with her two babes. She 
remained in Athens only long enough to sit 
before the sculptor Prepolus for a lovely 
statue of Venus, which can be seen in the 
public museum there today, and then, weary- 
ing of the too ardent love of Theotocki, she 
made her way to Beirut, the Count blow- 
ing out his brains when he discovered that 
he had been deserted.

Plans for raising the $500,000 needed for 
the establishment of the Rural Home and 
School for Boys took a long step forward 
yesterday at the meeting of the Executive 
committee, which has the project in hand, 
Chairmen for 850 committees, representing 
the principal industries of the city, were se- 
lected, and to these will be intrusted the sub- 
ecription books through which it is hoped 
the necessary funds will be secured. 

The total membership of the committees 
will approximate 5,000 persons. The chair- 
men are authorized to pass the subscription 
beoks from one member to another that they 
may aid in securing contributions. It is 
expected that at least $1,500 will be 
from each committee. 


Will Arouse Popular Sentiment. 


There is to be a determined effort to arouse 
popular enthusiasm, the existence of which 
already has been demonstrated to the com- 
mittee by a voluminous mail and substan- 
tial cash additions to the fund. A big benefit 
entertainment is contemplated, the use of 
the Coliseum Building having been offered 
by its management. The date of the enter- 
tainment and its character is yet to be de- 
termined. . 

A meeting of the full committee of over 
5,000 persons also will be held at the Coli- 


seum, and this gathering is counted upon | 


to mark the high tide of the philanthropic 
movement which received its first impetus 
from the Commercial club of Chicago. 

The meeting of the Executive committee 
took place at the Grand Pacific Hotel in the 
new headquarters and nearly all the seven- 
teen members were present. Henry E. 
Weaver, the chairman, said after the meet- 
ing that the Executive committee was great- 
ly in need of the services of leading business- 
men who would be able to devote a small part 
of their time to the work of raising money. 


„We are putting in several hours a day,“ 


said Chairman Weaver, and find ourselves 
pressed for time. Some of the members of 
the committee find it absolutely impossible 
to give more than an hour a day of their 
time. What the committee needs is a few 
more active workers.“ 


Ten Truants Sent to School. 

Judge Tuthill held the third session of the 
Truancy, Court yesterday morning and sent 
ten boys to the Parental School, which 
opened ‘its doors at Bowmanville three weeks 
ago. The total number of boys at the school 
now is thirty-five, while the present accom- 
modations are for sixty. A cottage is being 
constructed on the grounds which will house 
sixty more. 

Among the boys sent to the Parental School 
was Max Barron, 12 years old, and a pupil 
occasionally of the Webster School. Max 
went into hysterics. Max cried until his 
mother, Mrs. David Barron, 2943 Wentworth 
avenue, also was seized with hysterics and 
taken from the courtroom. The boy's teach- 
er described him as “ generous, truthful, 
slovenly, lazy, and an incorrigible truant.” 

Seeks Release by Habeas Corpus. 

David Mendelsohn, the boy whom Judge 
Tuthill ordered sent to jaiPseveral days ago 
and who is held under bonds of $3,000 on a 
charge of stealing, sought his release 
through habeas corpus proceedings before 
Judge Dunne.
